J. P. Babcock, B. C. Assistant Commissioner of 
Fisheries, Tells Convention at Vancouver Neither 
Canada Nor States Alone Can Bring Back Big Runs. 


Patrol in County Kerry Attacked By Sinn Feiners; 
First Case on Record of Assault on Soldiers; Dublin 
Strikers and Question of Handling of Munitions. 


Vancouver, June 5.—A concise and deadly indictment of the 
Influences that have contributed to the ruin of the sockeye fisheries 
of the Fraser Biver system, including Puget Sound waters, was 
contained in an address to the members of the Canadian Fisheries 
Association in convention here last night by John P. Babcock, 
British Columbia Assistant Commissioner of Fisheries. 

"The runs of sockeyes to the Fraser, once the greatest salmon 
river in the world, no longer constitute a great fishery. In other 
words, the Fraser is fished out. Its present condition is a monu¬ 
mental record of man's folly and greed,' ’ said Mr. Babcock. 

The record of Canada was clear in the matter, insisted Mr. 
Babcock. The causes that contributed to the depletion were fully

Dublin, June 5.—It was officially announced to-day that a 
military patrol was fired upon last night at the police hut in New¬ 
town Sandes, County Kerry.

Destruction of British Flag 
Moves Senator Thomas to 
Speak Out 


Washington, June 5.—Condemning 
the action of the women who, sym¬ 
pathizing with' the cause of those 
seeking to make Ireland a republic, 
burned a British flag here early this 
week. Senator Thomas, Democrat, 
Colorado, to-day warmly denounced 
"all indignities toward the official 
representativea of the flag of any 
foreign Government with which the 
United States Im at peace," and 
called upon the authorities to 
"utilize all lawful means for pre¬ 
venting their occurrence."

It shows that the Prime 
Minister .characterized the movement 
us one calculated to influence politi¬ 
cal decisions, not by the ordinary 
machinery ot the state, but by bring¬ 
ing pressure to bear through the 
threat of disorganizing the industries 
of the country, to effect conditions, 
which up to the present the elector¬ 
ate of this country has not sanc¬ 
tioned. The Prime Minister added: 

"That is a serious issue. I should 
regard it as a complete abdication of 
the Government if I were in the least 
to countenance this demand."

FRANCE HAS CLAIMS

Stockholm. June 4.—Via London. 
June 6.—France has officially taken 
cognizance* of the shipment of Rus¬ 
sian gold valued at about $5,000,000’ 
brought here recently by the Swedish 
steamship Gauthier, which had pre¬ 
viously carried a cargo of automobiles 
and harvesters to Reval for the Rus¬ 
sian co-operative societies. 

The French Minister here has given 
notice of his Government's reserva¬ 
tions with regard to such shipments 
on behalf of the holders of prior 
claims on Ruspfa. 


Our Golden Jubilee 


1920 


Thjs is the resolution imposing the 
new luxury taxes; increasing the ex¬ 
cise tax on automobiles, increasing 
the beer, wine and spirits tuxes, and 
levying a sale tax of one per cent. 
Here, it is expected, discussion will 
be protracted, with the probability of 
a number of Government amend¬ 
ments. 

Returns. 

The crltcism yesterday turned 
chiefly on administration. It was 
brought out that men who had failed 
to make income tax returns for 1917 
and 1918 who came forward now,and 
admitted their error would not be 
penalized, but the man who had not 
made his 1919 return would be sub¬ 
jected to the penalties of the law, 

Mr. Euler, df North Waterloo, ask¬ 
ed if this was fair. 

The Minister of Finance took the 
view that there was no excuse for a 
taxpayer failing to make a re¬ 
turn for 1919. Advertisements had 
been published broadcast; posters 
had been^clrculated by the hundred 
thousand. Moreover, as a. result of 
writs being issued, collections had 
been increased by 100 per cent Fines 
imposed totalled $83,000. 

Complicated. 

Another point raised ,hy Hon. T. 
W. Crothers complained that the tax¬ 
ation statutes were so complicated 
th&t the average man could not un¬ 
derhand them. "After studying the 
statutes for half a day I am no 
wiser,” he said, urging that the stat¬ 
utes; should be consolidated. 

Sir Henry Drayton admitted that 
the statutes were somewhat compli¬ 
cated. and necessarily so But every 
effort would he made to make their 
provisions easily understood by the 
taxpayers. 

Some of the Quebec members urged 
that the Hydro-Electric Company of 
Ontario should be subjected to a 
business profits tax, as were the pri¬ 
vate electric power companies of 
Quebec, but Sir Henry did not agree. 
Private companies, he argued, were 
taxed merely on their excess profits. 
The Ontario Hydro-Electric was not 
operated for pfofit, and therefore had 
no excess profits to tax. 

Estimates. 

During the remainder of the sitting 
the House discussed the duties of the 
Civil Service Commission and the 
. estimates of the Public Works De¬ 
partment. disposing also of consid¬ 
erable routine business. While In 
supply there was the ,usual sheuf of 
plans for public buildings In con¬ 
stituencies. Practically all the pub¬ 
lic works estimates were passed. 

The House adjourned at 11.30 p. m. 


HIGHER PAY FOR 
RAILWAYMEN IN 
UNITED KINGDOM 

London, June 5—The National 
Wage Board has issued a report 
granting the rallwaymen further in¬ 
creases in wages ranging from two 
to seven shillings a week, according 
to tfceir grade, in addition to tbe in¬ 
creases already granted under the 
sliding scale. The demands of the 
men for special pay for holidays and 
similar demands were refused. 

A strike of railway workers was 
considered improbable, according to 
a dispatch from London on April 13, 
following the granting of a small in¬ 
crease in pay for the men by the 
sliding scale put into effect by the 
Centra! Wage Board, retroactive to 
November 1. It was stated at the 
time that the Board would consider 
shortly the .demands of the National 
Union of Railway Workers top ^n 
increase of £1 weekly for certain of 
the railway workers. 

NIKOLAOSK NOW 

IN JAPANESE HANDS 


• Honolulu. June 5.—Nikolaievsk was 
captured by the Japanese, the military 
and naval forces co-operating in a 
short decisive battle in which the 
Bolsheviki were either driven out or 
captured, according to a Tokio cable 
to The Nlppu Jijl, a Japanese 
language newspaper here, quoting 
War Department advices. 

PORTLAND GETS CONCESSION. 

Portland. June S^Freight rates for 
exports on Canadian lines from East¬ 
ern Canadian points which heretofore 
have applied to points on Puget Sound 
have been granted to Portland.

"Why not have,” he aaya, "a system of compulsory ser¬ 
vice on the farm for every Canadian boy between the 
agee of sixteen and eighteen?" The euggeeUon Is that 
this service should be required of all. the sons of rich 
and poor in city and country. It looks Impracticable at 
first glance, but the doctor who advocates It backs up 
the proposal with both profeasiooal and patriotic argu¬ 
ments. If- all boys between the ages of sixteen and 
eighteen were to epend a few months of those two years 
on tho farm their health would beneltt by It to an extent 
that can hardly be estimated. Agriculture, aa our 
greatest national Industry, would be strengthened by 
the annual arrivel of an army of recruits—tho youth of 
the country would assist in the field. The educational 
effect would be that In time every male cltlxen would be 
familiar with at least the rudiments of farming—he 
would know whore the food comes from, and where, how 
and by whom it Is produced.

WHAT JAPANESE 
RED CROSS SOCIETY 
HAS ACCOMPLISHED 


The Japan Red Cross Society was 
first established at the time of the 
Kagoshima civil war in 1877 under 
the name of the Hakuai-sha, for the 
relief of the soldiers on both tho 
enemy and Imperialist sides. After 
the conclusion of the war, it was 
made a permanent institution, and 
the title was changed to the Japan 
Red Cross Society (Nippon 8ekl- 
juji-sha) in 1887 when it became a 
member of the Red Cross Unit un¬ 
der the gracious patronage of T. L M, 
the Emperor and Empress. The so¬ 
ciety became a corporate Juridical 
person in 1901, and its 25th anni¬ 
versary commemoration was honor¬ 
ed by the presence of T. I. M. the 
Emperor and Empress. With the 
revision of its constitution, effected 
in 1910, the society became more 
closely related to both Army and 
Navy. 

To Serve Humanity 

Humanity being the cauge of the 
society endeavors to serve, In their 
relief of the suffering it makes no 
distinction in the field between Jap¬ 
anese soldiers and the enemy. Be¬ 
sides the field work, it carries on a 
charity hospital for the treatment of 
poor sufferers in a natural calamity. 
The society is substantially aided by 
the Imperial House, and the Empress 
honors the society with her presence 
on the occasion of Its annual 
meeting. 

Theer are thrfee kind* of members: 
the honorary members, the special 
members who are recommended at 
the Jogl-kai (Council) and the gen¬ 
eral members who are to pay a fixed 
«um of money. All members are 
given badges of membership, and 
those who render distinguished ser¬ 
vices to the society are rewarded 
with badges of merit. 

The membership has increased 
greatly of late, amounting In 1916 to 
1.758,051. The Jogi-kai consist* of 
thirty member*. 

It* Organization 

The president is a prince of the 
Blood, and under him there are ten 
officers, including one director and 
two vice-directors. The headquar-] 
ter* are In Tokyo, and there is a 
branch in each province, with the 
local governor as chief. Under the 
control of these branches there are 
committees and sub-committees with 
mayors, divisional chiefs of urban 
districts, and town or village head¬ 
men as heads respectively. The di¬ 
rector and the vice-directors are ap¬ 
pointed by the Emperor on the re¬ 
commendation of the Army and 
Navy Ministers, and the assistants 
receive the same treatment as sol-

medical orderlies are those trained 
by the society. 

During the 8lno-Japanese War, 
the Boxer trouble, and the Russo- 
Japanese War, the society was kept 
especially active. Relief was given 
during these wars%to 1,225,000 per¬ 
sons, and 'the expense required was 
6.000,000 yen. In the Tsingtao cam¬ 
paign. the number of the wounded 
relieved was no less than 3,200. For 
the services thus rendered many 
have received decorations or money, 
in the recent European War, the so¬ 
ciety has been rendering its services, 
despatching parties of nurses and 
physicians to England. France, and 
Russia, or donating supplies to hos¬ 
pitals of the Allies. 

The society rendered good service 
in the relief work at the time of the 
occurrence of such calamities as the 
eruption of Mt. Randal, the sinking 
of the Turkish warship in 1890, the 
earthquakes in Central Japan, or In 
the tidal waves of the O-U district, 
and mapy floods or conflagrations, 
and these cases together with others 
amounted to 865 at the end of 1916. 
At the time of the destructive earth¬ 
quakes at San Francisco and. in 
Italy. It collected contributions, and 
it also sent assistants to China at 
the time or her revolutionary war.

The returns now to hand from the 
Department of Labor of the Provin¬ 
cial Government show that the month 
of May was an active period in the 
employment bureau of the Province. 
The figures covering the period of 
four weeks ended May 29 reveal a 
flight falling off as compared with 
the four complete weeks in April, but 
the excess figures for the former' 
month are probably accounted for by 
the fact that in April many seasonal 
trades were taking on crews for the 
Rummer, while many men who had 
been unwilling to move out of the 
cities during the Winter months 
were now Rooking for the better-paid 
employment up country. The month 
of May has witnessed a very large 
number of strikes, affecting industry 
in almost every part of the Province; 
and these have in some measure In¬ 
terfered with the work of the em¬ 
ployment bureaux.

For the four weeks in April the 
corresponding totals were: Appll-> 
cants. 8,255: vacancies, 6.689: place¬ 
ments. 6,456. Thus the principal 
falling-ofr tor May was In the num¬ 
ber of applicants for work. Which 
was 1,610 fewer than In the Dre- 
viouh month. Naturally this entailed 
a falllng-ofr in the number of place¬ 
ment^ which were 708 fewer, though 
the vacancies reported showed a de¬ 
crease of only 134. 

As showing the demand for labor In 
the Province, an unusual feature In 
the latest return, dated May 29, is the 
fact that the vacancies unfilled, which 
the bureaux had upon their books at 
that date, exceeded the number of 
unplaced applicants by over 300, the 
former totalling 1,704 and the latter 
1,403. This is in decided contrast 
with the return for May 1, which 
gave a total of 1.678 applicants un¬ 
placed and only 1.121 Vacancies un¬ 
filled Following are the figures pre¬ 
sented by the different bureaux on 
May 31:

The gradual Improvement in the h 
status of women, won by their own ^ 
determined efforts, was described by y 
Dr. Augusta Stowe Gullen, of Toronto, c> 
in speaking on "Some of the Prob- * 
lemH of To-day” before the members 0 
of the Vancouver Women's Canadian h 
Club, on Wednesday afternoon, In a 
the ballroom of; the Hotel Vancouver. 

Dr. Gullen thinks that sendee Is Q 
demanded at the present time of * 
every thinking man and woman, es- £ 
pecially as the women are now en- * 
Joying privileges which their sisters , 
of yesterday fought so courageously 
for. 

Dr. Stowe Gullen reminded her 
uudlence that the first movement for t 
suffrage for women with equal legal j 
recognition and educational oppor- , 
tunities in Canada was commenced 
in Toronto, In 1884. At that time , 
only the Kingston and VlctQrla uni- , 
verst ties were open to them, 7he Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto refuMng to admit , 
“females." Later 81s John Gibson, 
of Hamilton, brought a bill before 
the House of Commons which altered 
this state of affairs. Women were 
not allowed to enter the legal pro¬ 
fession at that time, as they were not 
considered "persons" In the eyes of 
the law. This absurd statute was 
altered after a drunken woman being 
brought before a magistrate pleaded 
she was a woman and not* a “per¬ 
son." and therefore could not be sen¬ 
tenced. 

* Women Equal Partners 

It took the war of 1914 to convince 
men that women are their equal and 
partners, and calf do effective work, 
the doctor stated, and pointed to the 
way In which women had left their 
homes during the war to assist the 
nation In Its peril. 

The women of Canada have now 
been extended the federal franchise, 
t although in some provinces they 
have not yet won the provincial 
franchise, and It Is their task, she 
suld, to endeavor to elect sane, hon¬ 
est and upright men. Irrespective of | 
party.

CIVIL SERVANTS AND LABOR 
UNIONS. 

To the Editor:—As the civil servants 
of Victoria appear divided as to the ad¬ 
visability of becoming affiliated with the 
Trades and Labor Council a few point¬ 
ers may be of benefit. In the first place, 
the interested labor official who la at 
great pains to point out the impossi¬ 
bility of ordering the civil servants out 
on strike, even though affiliated, is in 
errors possibly wilfully so. How is it 
that 4,000 shipyard workers were or¬ 
dered out laat summer, although the 
vote against the strike warf' ^t least 
five to one? The civil servants can be 
ordered out in exactly the same manner, 
and the rules of the Uqlon inflict a more 
or less heavy fine on those who disobey 
the order. On becoming affiliated, the 
civil servants will elect a delegate (the 
electing will probably be done when 
there is the requisite number of •'inter¬ 
ested" elector* present >, and those civil 
servants who have joined the Union will 
be bound by his vote In the event of a 
general strike being called. 

If we eliminate those Unions which 
j were rushed Into existence during the 
war merely to plunder the workers, 
there are still some thirty Unions In the 
city. One delegate to each Union gives 
ub thirty delegates Ten of these. In¬ 
cluding even the C. 8. delegate, may I 
vote against the strike, but a two-thirds 
majority of the delegates carries it. 

The labor official is quoted In The | 
Times as saying the Union had been In¬ 
strumental in getting the wages of 
Union gardeners raised to 14. It Is to 
laugh. There are gardeners around here 
who are earning $5. and they don't have 
to pull their forelock vrhen the walking 
delegate passes by Ir^nfiHlmouslne.

The modem self-starter has saved 
Immense quantities, for no one would 
think of allowing his car engine to run 
while he was Just only going Into a 
store—"shan’t be a minute, you know"— 
when he may have used enough during 
a week by so doing run his car to 
Sidney and back. All gasoline engines 
are wasters if the compression la faulty. 
Take n car with bad compression with 
a heavy load *ruggllng up a hill Instead 
of an egg cup full of gas being used it 
would probably amount to a half-pint, 
and not only that, but the engine races 
and labors, oil passes by the pistons, 
which In turn wastes the oil and soots 
up the plugs, leaving a deposit on the 
cylinder head. Directly a driver finds 
there is s trifle lack of power In the en¬ 
gine he should begin to wonder why. 

If he happens to be one of the saving 
kind, or If heVespects the other fellow, 
he should try the following: Turn off 
the switch, grasp the, starting handle 
and slowly turn the engine over. If 
there Is some difficulty In turning it 
oven on the four cylinders there Is prac¬ 
tically no leakage, but should one engine 
turn over without the least resistance 
he may be sure that gas Is leaking 
through and past the rings or the valves, 
which are not filling the seats snugly. 

Another test, more especially for a 
Ford, is to jemove the oil cap. This 
must be done directly the car has come 
i to a standstill. Get some one to turn 
the engine over and should smoke come 
through the on opening that Is a sure 
sign of faulty piston rings. Another test 
that some motorists try out Is to put 
eexactly one gallon of gasoline In the 
tank and see how far It will taka the 
car. Supposing It goes to Sidney—that 
could be reckoned as 18 miles to the 
gallon. Naturally the fnotorls must take 
a supply with him to enable the car to 
return. In a few months' time when 
taking the same Journey try this out 
again and if the car will only do three 
parts of the trip on one gallon it Is easy 
to see that the engine Is getting faulty 
and that the expense of running Is 26 
per cent, more than formerly. A car 
deteriorating to that extent would 
waste probably five gallons a week with 
ordinary running. That would mean a 
loss and waste of 12 at the present price 
of the fluid. To ohvlate all these trou¬ 
bles. expense and waste of good ma¬ 
terial, it la advisable to have the valves 
property sealed. an«J sound, air-tight, 
rings Inserted into the pistons.

"This having been done, the Bishop j 
of St. David’s, standing in his place, 
announced that it was his privilege 
to propose that the Bishops df the 
dioceses of Wales proceed to elect the 
first Archbishop to preside as Metro¬ 
politan over the Province of Wales. 
He proposed that the Bishop of St. 
Asnph should be elected as Arch¬ 
bishop of Wales, and raising his right 
hand he declared:^-'! hereby give my 
vote for his election.' He then asked 
the Bishops of Bangor and Landaff 
to declare their opinion, and each 
Bishop in turn, with right hand 
raised, declared: *1 give my vote.' 

The election being* now accom¬ 
plished. the Bishop of St. Asdph ad¬ 
vanced to the alter, and In a voice 
tremulous with emotion, pronottpced 
the benediction." 

The British Prime Minister has 
sent the following telegram to the 
Archbishop of Wales:—’Hail to the 
successor of St. David. As a Welsh¬ 
man I send heartfelt congratulation 
upon the event and the choice.—

Bishop Stringer recently returned 
to the Yukon, having been several 
months in Europe and Eastern Can¬ 
ada. 

On his return to \he North the 
bishop planned to undertake what, to 
the city dweller, sounds a journey of 
some magnitude. With his wife, who 
has spent twenty-four years with him 
In the North and whose work among 
the native women is as* important as 
his own in its own sphere, he plans 
to travel by boaL canoe and trail 
from Dawson City, thence up the 
Mackenzie River, reaching eventually 
the outpost of his diocese at Her- 
schel Island. Bishop Stringer takes 
with him two new missionary volun¬ 
teers, in the persons of Rev. W. A. 
Geddes. B.A., of Dalhousie Univer¬ 
sity, and Rev. P. V. Smith, B.A., of 
Toronto University, both of whom 
were ordained recently. 

Aiding the Natives 

In thft early days of his mission 
work Bishop Stringer found that the 
Esquimaux had no written language 
and progress In the arts of civiliz¬ 
ation and In the teachings of the 
Christian Church was very slow. 
Through laborious years he set to 
work to Invent a written language 
for these inhabitants of the Far 
North. To-day the language still is 
used and is spreading among them. 
The Bible gradually is being trans¬ 
lated into writing for their beneflL 
the work being carried on by mis¬ 
sionaries. In all the great diocese he 
administers there are only about 8,000 
persons besides the two or three 
thousand native Indians and Esqui¬ 
maux. Assisting in the work of the 
diocese are some twenty ordained 
priests and a number of lay readers, 
some of both classes being natives.

For some years church union has 
been under very serious consider¬ 
ation by some of the Canadian 
churches. Negotiations were begun 
in 1902, when committees on church 
union were appointed by the Congre¬ 
gational, Presbyterian and Methodist 
Churches in Canada. After several 
meetings a basis of union was found 
acceptable to each of these denomin¬ 
ations, and approved by the chief 
courts. Progress has not been made, 
however, since 1917, when the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church decided to discontinue fur¬ 
ther discussion and negotiations un¬ 
til a full year after the clofee of the | 
war. Congregational is ts and Meth¬ 
odists are ready 4o proceed as soon 
as the Presbyterians reopen the 
question, gut this may not be for 
another year, and the actual union 
Is probably some years In the future.

Milady Selects Her Shoes 


For Comfort as Well as for Beauty 


By M. Leoda Crawford, In “The Tourist,” of the Japan Tourist 
Bureau 


Let the sole be of medium thickness, 
not heavy enough to make the weight 
of the shoe burdensome, even when 
you walk a considerable distance. 
The heel should be of military type, 
which is low and broad. 

The shoe for use in wet country 
may be of heavy leather, oil soaked 
and waterproof, but r^tneihbt!?* that 
excessive weight will seem> to in¬ 
crease with every mile you walk. 

A dancing shoe, whether lilfrh or 
low, should be of very lightweight 
leather with a hand-turned flexible 
sole. It should fit so snugly as to 
seem to be a part of the foot itself. 

Not alone upon the choice of shoes 
does the comfort of the feet depend. 
Even perfectly riormal feet nee<^ par¬ 
ticular daily care. With such care 
even tender feet soon become normal. 
After shopping or walking and at the 
close of the day it is an excellent 
plan to bathe the feet in cold watfer. 
if you cannot endure the shock of 
cold water at first, begin with tepid 
water and add the cold gradual!^. 
When it is convenient, the faucet of 
cold water should be allowed to play 
upon the feet. The reaction to the 
cold water aids circulation and gives 
tone to the arteries. Use no soap 
.Ip the tonic foot bath; free alkali, 
which*might be present in the soap, 
tends to blister the skin. The feet 
should be rubbed vigorously until 
they are dry, and then dusted with 
talcum powder, after which fresh 
stockings help to keep the feet in 
good condition.
